— Last Resort’ 


OTTAWA (CP)—The Ouimet committee on cor-| 
rections says the basic purpose of criminal justice 
should bé to protect society, and the offender himself, 


from seriously harmful and dangerous conduct. 

The comprehensive report, released today, is ex- 
pected to have a major influence on Canada’s approach| 
to crime. 

It covers everything from po- 
lice use of firearms, which it 
says should be restricted, to 
corporal punishment, ‘‘an aston- 
ishing anachronism.” 

“The committee says impris- 
onmment or confinement should 
be used only as an ultimate re-| 
sort, { 

In violent crime, however, the! 
dangerous offender should be 
singled out and confined indefi- 
nitely if necessary. 

It says that improved identifi- 
cation of the dangerous offender |

ous offender could be defined as 
a person convicted of a speci- 
fied offence, ‘who by reason of 
character disorder, emotional 
disorder, mental disorder or de- 
fect constitutes a continuing 
danger and who is likely to kill,| 
inflict serious bodily injury, en- 
danger life, inflict severe psy- 
chological damage or otherwise 
seriously endanger the personal 
safety of others.”

Jease from Mr. Kiernan, the 
minister of recreation and conserva- 
tion, begins: “British Columbians 
have gained 576 acres of property, 
free of all encumbrances and repre- 
senting what parks planners cal] ‘ex- 
cellent parks potential’, in the Cape 
Scott area of Vancouver Island . 

That sounds like good news, as 
the acquisition will contribute to a 
proposed 38,000-acre park at the 
northern tip of the Island, to provide 
seashore, lake and stream environ- 
ments. But the rest of the news re- 
lease tells what British Columbians 
have paid for‘ this 576 acres — we 
have lost the prime timber on 5,260 
acres in Strathcona Park, a park al- 
ready being polluted by a govern- 
ment - permitted mining operation. 
The land we get at Cape Scott is 
estimated to be worth $300,000. The 
timber we lose in Strathcona is_esti- 
mated to be worth $10 millions. The 
stumpage revenue the government 
will receive from the logging oper- 
ation will amount to some $1.3 mil- 
lions. This is a trade? 

This is the same old game which 
the Social Credit government’ has 
played before, in which we cannot 
add parklands without losing park- 
lands. Thé-deal involves a trade with 
the Raven Lumber Company of 
Campbell River. The company will 
log 3,235 acres of woodland on the 
southern edge of the park, and 
2,025 acres-in the north. Mr. Kiernan 
stresses that the company does not 
gain ownership of the land, only of 
the trees. What is left after the log- 
gers leave will still be park — but 
what kind of park? What is a park 


for Sale 


for, except to save stands of timber 
as showpieces, preserve the ecology 
of the area and hand something on 
to posterity? 

The trade recalls-a somewhat 
similar deal for Rathtrevor Beach, 
at Parksville, where a public camp- 
ing park was recently established. 
The people gave up public timber 
in Wells Gray Park for it. In such 
trades there is no independent as- 
sessment of the respective values of 
the properties, no open bidding for 
the piece of public domain to be ex- 
changed. But worst of all, each such 
trade perpetuates the habit of losing 
part of one park in order to add an- 


other smaller park somewhere else. . 


Strathcona used to be a Class A 


park, and as such it was supposed te-.— 
be immune from industrial encroach- - 


ment. The Social Credit government 
declared a portion of it to be a con- 
servancy, with Class A immunity— 
and opened the rest to exploitation. 

The present swap is another ex- 
ample of this government’s disregard 
of the trust which it undertook, to 
preserve for today and for posterity 
the irreplaceable parklands which 
had earlier been dedicated. To give 
credit where credit is due, Mr. Kier- 
nan has done a good job of establish- 
ing the smaller camping parks and 
recreation areas. But his concept 
of our heritage of the-great wilder- 
ness parks is sadly deficient. In the 
ironic name of progress we are suf- 
fering losses now which cannot be 
replaced. And what will preserve 
Cape Scott Park, today so highly 
praised by Mr. Kiernan, if tomorrow 
somebody sees in it arFoppertunity 
to make some money? 


Tragedy Compounded 


i OVER THE, TRAGIC 
/ Nigerian civil war is finding 
new expression in this county these 
days. A-nationally known television 
newscaster has left his job to plead 
the Biafran cause. When British 
Foreign Secretary Michael Stewart 
visited Ottawa last week he was con- 
fronted by demonstrators protesting 
his government's actions during the 


prolonged struggle. 


There can be no doubt that such 
concern is genuine and heartfelt. 
However, this does not excuse the 
tendency to react only with emotion 
and ignore some of the hard facts 
involved. Because the Biafrans have 
suffered ‘the most does not neces- 
sarily mean their cause is more just 
than that of the federal Nigerian 


-~forces. 


Recent actions of the Biafran 
leader, General Ojukwu, in fact sug- 
gest the opposite. His decision to bar 
Red Cross assistance seems indefen- 
sible. An agreement ta supply large 
quantities of food and medical re-_ 
lief for civilian victims of the war 
in Biafra had been reached by the 
Red Cross and the federal govern- 
ment. Gen. Ojukwu had previously 
agreed in principle too, but changed 
his mind at the last moment.

He objected on narrowly legalis- 
tic grounds—that the air lift agree- 
ment would in effect concede Niger- 
ja’s sovereignty over flight space 
above the territory it holds. Gen. 
Ojukwu didn’t show the same con- 
eern for the welfare of the Ibos that 
some of his overseas supporters do. 


Venting frustration on Mr. Stew- 
art because of the war’s toll is also 
unjustified. Britain’s role in the 
struggle has not been easy. As Mr. 
Stewart pointed out, it has been “an 
agonizing question about which it 
is possible for sincere and human 
people to hold very different views.” 
As the promoter of Nigerian inde- 
pendence and supporter of the fed- 
eral system it was inevitable that 
Britain should oppose the tribal 
breakaway of Biafra which would 
destroy the nation. 


There is still no simple solution 
in sight to this terrible war. Ten- 
tative talks are under way again, 
but there will have to be a consider- 
able shift by both sides if they are to 
bear fruit. In the meantime it is 
wise to avoid exacerbating the situa- 


. tion by emotional appeals while there 


is so much that demands -sympa- 


thetic but cool judgment. 


A Hazy Question = 


id ige RAINS HAVE WASHED 
the smoke away now but before 
they did the annual slash-burning 
bee had fouled up the skies once 
again.

What he means is there is no other 
method as economical as controlled 
fire in doing the job. But there must 
be other alternatives. 

Portable chipper machines that 
could follow the logging operations 
and chew up branches and waste are 
one possibility. Research would prob- 
ably turn up others. It is something 

—the—government—and—loggingoper- 
ators should be working on together, 
with the firms picking up their share 
of the. costs. 

There is something illogical about 
cracking down on backyard incin- 
erators when these huge bonfires are 
allowed fo cast a pall over hundreds 
of square ‘miles. It is time that 
answers were sought to eliminate 
this nuisance.

MANHOLE MANOEUVRE 
In an Affluent Age, What Price Privacy? 


CCORDING to the newspapers, 
Svetomir Kusmanovich for the last 
three years slept by night in a manhole 
below the Toronto pavement and by day 
wandered through 
the city. Naturally, 
when they discovered 
that he was doing no 
harm to anyone, the 
authorities arrested 
him for vagrancy 
and then the excel- 
lent. Salvation Army 
put him in a hostel 
with other waifs and 
strays. The papers 
seem to have got the 
facts straight but they got the name 
wrong. For the inhabitant of the manhole 
was not Svetomir Kusmanovich. He was 
Everyman. He was you and I. 

To be sure, our manholes in most 
cases are sanitary, warm and comfort- 
able, thanks to that affluent society 
which satisfies no one, least of all the 
affluent. We return to them at night and 
call them home. From this flimsy refuge 
we look out, through an electric eye, 
upon a mad world understood by no one 
except a single Canadian named 
McLuhan, and we rejoice in our privacy 
until John Turner warns us that our 
manhole is probably bugged by the 
Mafia and has become a mantrap. 

If we live more comfortably than the 
Toronto waif, we live under the same 
compulsions, though we may not recog- 
nize them. Society will not leave us alone 
to decide for ourselves where and how 
we should live. It may not arrest us as 
vagrants but it insists that we conform 
to the will of the majority and accept. its 
way of life whether we like it or not. 

Most of us conform wilingly enough 


“because resistance is too difffcutt, 


acceptance. too easy, and we hardly 
realize our conformity until gomeone like 
Svetomir Kusmanovich reminds us of it. 
A few resist, however, and demand the 
old freedoms enjoyed by our fathers in a 
pioneer land. The revolt against affluence 


by the young, the first revolt of that sort 
in all recorded history, is perhaps the 
most interesting event in our time, since 
it challenges the whole economic pre- 
mise of our society. But the revolt ends 
in the manhole. 

Observe, with all the compassion you 
can muster, what happens to the young 
rebels. They repudiate society (while 
expecting it to support them, preferably 
in expensive colleges). They chaim the 
right to their own individuality. They 
want to be men and not ciphers, 
separate organisms and complete per- 
sons instead of helpless atoms swirling in 
a MNwelear reactor. And yet, to achieve 
their privacy, they join a crowd, a 
demonstration or a mob where privacy is 
automatically extinguished. They reject 
mass action, as practised by the society 
that they hate and then use it 
themselves, thus losing the very ‘thing 
they most desire. 


Must Conform 


Back to the manhole with poor old 
Svetomir Kusmanovich, or to the hostel 
of the Salvation Army. But society 
cannot tolerate any manhole unless it 
conforms to the building regulations, not 
only physical but mental and psychic. If 
a@ man prefers his refuge below the 
pavement to the charity of the state he 
must be dislodged for his own good and 
placed in an institution. Society knows 
what is best for him, and all of us. And 
while modern society provides every 
other blessing, the one thing it cannot 
provide and, at any cost, must suppress, 
is privacy. 

Most people don’t appear to miss it 
much. Otherwise they would not be 
swarming into the big cities where 
everything else is growing and privacy is 
dying. Soon,-we—are—told,—nearly—all 
Canadians. will live in these cities by 
their own choice, but is it really their 
own choice? Or fs not a choice made by 
anonymous forces ami deep, mysterious 
powers understood by nobody, even the 
governments, statesmen and sociologists, 
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even the. great McLuhan himself, who 
pretend not only to understand but to 
direct them? 

Possibly alone among Canadians, 
Svetomir Kusmanovich understands 
these matters but cannot express, much 
less direct, them; He cannot keep his 
own private manhole and live alone. He 
must be rescued from privacy and 
instaHed among other powerless atoms 
for his own good. 


Who Decides? 


Who decides what is good for him or 
anybody 7 else? Apparently the law- 
makers, the police, the judges and, in 
the end, the Salvation Army, all of them 
acting with the best intentions, and at a 
heavy cost to the atoms called tax- 
payers. But no better than Svetomir 
Kusmanovich do these agents of society 
know where the social process ends or 


‘what is actually good for him, or any 


man, 

Thus the sovereign problem of our 
society is not the old problem of 
achieving affluence, which we have 
already solved for all but a minority, 
and can certainly solve for the minority 
also with a little better management of 
the proguctive machine. No, the problem 
is to save man, the individual creature, 
the only thing that finally counts, from 
the spiritual tyranny imposed not by 
some secret plot among the politicians, 
the business managers and the labor 
unions but by the machine, by affluence 
itself. 

That problem is not solved yet. It is 
only beginning to dawn upon us as a 
problem .unlike any encountered before 
now in man’s long march from the 
original caves to the contemporary 
manholes. We would be unwise, there- 
fore, to dismiss Svetomir Kusmanovich 
as unimportant, a tiny item in the 
papers, a mere particle of life trans- 
ferred from one manhole to another. 
With him, but for the mercy of God, 
would go you and I and Everyman. 
Perhaps we are going there anyway.

‘The Strategy 


RESIDENT Nixon is now applying 

to the anti-war students the same 
tactics he tried on the Vietcong, and 
with the same results. He is making

He is tell- 
ing General Hershey 
to de-escalate the 
draft calls, to stop 
the bombing of the

order to reduce casu- 
alties, and to negotiate with the S.DS., 
but the student rebels are planning a fal! 
Tet offensive to end the war anyway. 
What they are demanding in return is 
the rest of what the president has 
already offered to the Vietnamese — self- 
determination, the dismantling of all 
(R.O.T.C.). military bases, the witty 
drawal of all troops, and the right to live 
their lives without outside interference. 


Same Language 


‘The antiwar leaders at home are 
using almost the same language about 
Mr. Nixon's draft cuts as the North 
Vietmamese and the Vietcong used about 
his withdrawal of 60,000 men from the 
battlefield. Charles Palmer, the new 
president of the National Student 
Association, called the president's 30,000- 
man draft cut ‘‘a meaningless attempt to 
pull the wool over people’s eyes.” 

David Hawk, a dove who is helping 
organize the October 15 student protest 
against the war, said students would 
“see through this cynical and calculated 
attempt to fool the public.” 

This is betoming a pattern in the 
Nixon .administration’s life.. In dealing 
with the war, the cities, the. races, or the 
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of Compromise Has Failed’ 


inflation, Mr. Nixon is making smail 
concessions to deal with vast problems, 
and the more concessions he makes the 
more he is asked to make. 

His troop withdrawals, far from 
satisfying the opposition, have merely 
raised the cries of the families whose 
men are left on the battlefield. 

His planned retreat, far from inspir- 
ing Saigon to do more, or_ convincing 
Hanoi of his good faith, has merely 
frightened the South Vietnamese leaders 
and persuaded the North Vietnamese 
that the American resistance is collap- 
sing. 


Strategy Failed 


This sort of thing could give 
compromise a bad name. In a way, the 
half-measures have mobilized the opposi- 
tion against the administration, for now 
both the hawks who want to win the war 
and the doves who want to walk away 
from it, are saying the strategy of 
compromise has failed. 

Part of the president's difficulty is 
that he has not managed to convince a 
substantial proportion of the American 
people of his own sincere conviction that 
there are still great moral, political and 
stratezic issues at stake in fighting on 
for what he regards as a “‘decent’’ com- 
promise. 

He believes acceptance of “the 
enemy's peace terms > or —even—a 
concealed surrender would jead to a 
slaughter in South Vietnam and to 
political insecurity not only in Southeast 
Asia but in Japan, India, the Philippines, 
New Zealand and Australia. But in his 
emphasis on the peace talks and his 
willingness to withdraw all troops from 
Vietnam in due course, he has encour- 
aged the impression that the continued 
killing is meaningless. 

His concessions are not convincing his 


critics because he still thinks the limited 
war is morally right and they think it is 
not only morally wrotig but obscene. This 
is the root_of the division in the country. 

The president wants to reduce the 
cost of the war, cut the casualties and 
the draft and reduce the opposition so 
that he can gain more time to fight and 
negotiate. His opposition challenges his 
premise and wants not limited casualties 
or limited draft calls but no casualties 


and no draft ealls and no war.

In 1963 a Canadian discussed the 
arguments which ensued in a paper 
called Canadian Ctaims to Territorial 
Sovereignty in the Arctic Regions, His 
name was Ivan Head. He is now Prime 
Minister Pierre Trudeau's chief personal 
adviser on interhational affairs, 

Mr. Head's presentation was interest- 
ing. He developed a convincing case for 
Canadian sovereignty over the lands in 
the Arctic area, a case based on early 
English exploration, French ceding of all 
lands in Canada to the English Crown in 


1763, the occupying exploits of the ~ 


Hudson's Bay Company, and extensive 
modern Canadian activities to implement 
occupation and sovereignty. He quoted a 
number of international authorities who 
held Canada’s claims to the lands to be 
good, 

When it came to the waterways 
among the northern islands and reaching 
to the pole, Mr. Head found no such 


consensus. In fact, he found pretty well ~ 


total confusion, eyen among Canadian, 
politicians. There was the ice-is-land 
school and the ice-is-water school. There 
was the suggestion that Canada's claim 
stood good because nobody had challengs 
ed it, that even if it was mot “good” it 
was “‘better”’ than any other nation’s and. 
thus the area would likely be awarded to ~ 
Canada under international law, 

Mr. Head found that: ‘‘The archipel- 
ago lying to the north of the Canadian 
mainland is well-defined geographically 

..forms a natural extension of the 
continent and shares with it a common: 


. continental shelf. It does not lie astride 


any shipping routes. (Ha!) Canada 
regards the water between the islands as 
Canadian territorial waters, and this 
claim has been recognized by the United 
States.” (Has it now!) 

* * * 

“The unitary sppearance of the 
formation and, to @ lesser extent, ite 
location suggest support to a claim to- 
these waters as internal waters... It-ts> 
highly unlikely that uninterrupted sui 
face passage from the Labrador Sea to 
either the Arctic Ocean or the Beaufort 
Sea, or vice versa, will ever be a reality, 
Future demands for the right of innocent 
passage through the archipelago are 
speculative to a degree, The widths ‘of 
some of the straits and entrances in the 
archipelago are wider than those limits 
ordinarily accepted by law for territorial 
waters, but their remoteness reduces the 
interest of the international community.” 

Who would ever fave thought — 
certainly not the Mr. Head who sits at 
Mr. Trudeau's right hand — that six 
years would make such a difference? 

Mr. Sharp cannot be in ignorance of 
Mr.Head’s—early work, He_knows_that 


the Canadian archipelago does now “‘lie ~~ 


astride” what some very ingenious and : 
forceful men intend to make a “shipping 
route,’ that the Manhattan has made tha 
“highly unlikely” surface passage, that 
future demands for “the “right of 
innocent passage” are no longer ““‘specu-_ 
lative’. To paraphrase Mr. Sharp, in 
fact, “It is wholly misleading, therefore,, 
to portray the Manhattan passage as no 
test of Canada's sovereignty tn the 
Arctic.

That it wants this deal because it 
knows the United States is determined to 
have it and because transforming the 
northern waters into year-round shipping 
toutes would be a vastly expensive 
business, That after the deal is made,= 
Canada will declare sovereignty and the 
United States will humor us with the 
right to assert it when assertion is not 
Inconvenient to itself,

When Will We Do 
About Labor Union 


The Globe and Mail recently 
published two reports that fed 
right into one another. One 
dealt with Prime Minister 
Pierre. Trudeau, who in a 
statement released by his 
office deplored the ‘‘mindless 
violence” of “‘unruly mobs’’ to 
which he has been exposed 
several times during the last 
year. Mr. Trudeau said: 


“Obscene personal attacks 
or physical intimidation do not 
demonstrate the authority of 
the protesters or the validity 
of their protest. The danger to 
society in giving encourage- 
ment to such behavior is not 
confined to the risks of 
physical injury or destruction 
of property. We must also be 
aware of the danger to our 
(democratic) system." 


There's nothing new in this; 
on several occasions Mr. 
Trudeau has spoken out in 
opposition to mob violence, 
and in support of the law and 
order he is pledged to main- 
tain.” What gives it point is 
that the same paper carried a 
report from Sarnia: 

“Local 414 of the Retail, 
Wholesale and Department 
Store Union and striking 
glaziers refused yesterday to 
let out-of-town workmen re- 
pair broken plate glass win- 
dows im the Hudson's Bay 
Co. store here—-but agreed to 
let the company board up the 
windows, The employees of 
the store have been on strike 
for 19 weeks and the glass 
workers, members of the 
Painters and Decorators 
Union, Local 1590, which is 
striking against other firms, 
would not cross the picket 
lines to replace the broken 
windows. The store union has 
been keeping a watch on the

Some Startish Well-Armed 


Among the starfishes com- 
monly seen along our coast 
area number of ‘odd balls” 
those that regularly have 
more than five arms, the 
standard. complement of the 
Echinoderm group as a whole 
These off-beat species often 
have other peculiar. character- 
istics to distinguish them 
further from the usual run. of 


members of this purely 
mariné assemblage of ani- 
mas. 

The six rayed star, Lep- 
tasterias, is a good example 
This little sea star that 


seldom reaches two and three- 
quarter inches in diameter 
always has six arms. Why 
this is so is not known 

Ht seems strange that in a 
group whose members regu- 
larity have five arms one off- 
ahoot can depart by having 
qne more than the standard 
mumber. Several other kinds 
of starfish have several more 
arms than five, as we shall 
see, but Leptasterias persists 
im raising the number by one 
oniy.

The six rayed star is 
further distinguished by hav- 
ing unusual breeding habits. 
Instead of, releasing eggs into 
the water where they become 
fertilized by sperm from 
nearby males the female 
Leptasterias carries its eges 
in clusters around the mouth 
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prevent looting or replace- 
ment of the windows.”’ 

What this report tells us is 
that the law—Mr. Trudeau's 
law—does not run in Sarnia. 
The Hudson’s Bay Co. bas an 
absolute legal right to have its 
windows replaced by any 
glazier who is willing to do 
the job—be he from Toronto 
or Timbuctoo. But the strikers 
won't “‘let’’ it. 

The store has an absolute 
legal right to board up the 
windows—-the strikers have 
“let” it do so, but are keeping 
a watch to “prevent” their 
replacement with glass. 

They have also taken it 
upon themselves to “prevent’”’ 
robbery, a -function- which is 
surely that of the police. 

Where are Sarnia’s civic 
authorities in all_of this? 
Where are the police? Who, in 
Sarnia, is the law? 

It's not just Sarnia; it’s all 
Canada. It's not just Pierre 
Trudeau; it’s John Robarts, 
Jean-Jacques Bertrand, and 
every other leading figure in 
Canadian political life. 

It’s the-mayors_and_control- 
lers and councillors, it’s the 
chiefs of police and the police 
cofimissions, the attorneys- 
general, everybody set in 
authority. 

They simply will not face 
this issue. They will not bring 
their labor unions within the 
law. If hippies or peaceniks 
use or threaten to use physi- 
cal violence, if hippies or 
peaceniks scream obscenities 
and insults, thev’re cracked 
down on—well and good. 

But if labor unions do these 
things in the course of a 
Strike or a demonstration, 
nobody says a word, lifts a 
finger. 


Americans arrived here in 
force. 

Thus much of the money 
that is made in Vietman 
comes from ephemera] enter- 
prises and enriches people 
who have no plans for iong- 
term reinvestment.

Violence? 


The law, in short, isn’t the 
law, order isn’t order, and it’s 
time the politicians—including 
Mr. Trudeau—got themselves 
out of that box. They have 
two choices. 

One is to enforce the law 
impartially, with labor as with 
everybody else—picketing for 
informational purposes only, 
and that’s it. The other 
(which should make for an 
interesting discussion in Par- 
liament and in the press) is to 


legalize what is actually 
happening; that is, to grant 
labor a_ special exemption

It is not uncom- 
mon to find a starfish brood- 
ing several dozen miniature 
replicas of itself on the 
undersurface of the disk.

Another small species with 
an unusual number of arms is 
the five inch rose star, 
Crossaster, which has ten 
rays—a doubling of the tradix 


tional five. Such a number 
is more easily - understood 
since—_it_merely involves a 


splitting of the basic pattern! 

The common name stems 
from the color pattern which 
is two concentric bands of 
bright pink om a creamy 
background. The upper sur- 
face of the body and arms is 
exceedingly rough: a series of 
calcareous spines projects 
through the skin and each 
spine has a brush-like tip of 
spinules 

Several of the larger muiti- 
ayed starfish are cx 


mmonly 


called: sun stars, the numer- 
ous arms being reminiscent of 
a cartoonist’s version of the 
sun surrounded with radiating 
points of light 

A colorful member of this 
group is the Stimpson sun star 
(Solaster} which has eight or 
ten slender .,arms and 
measures up to eight inches in 
diameter. It is easily recog- 
nized by the blue-grey centre 
of the disk with a stripe of the 
same color running lengthwise 
to the tip of each arm. Each 
stripe is bordered by a 
narrow band of pink or 
orange.

Our largest sun star, some- 
times called sunflower star 
(Pycnopodia) has as many as 
twenty-four rays which are 
arranged- around the broad 
central disk like flower petals. 
The rays or atms originate in 
a peculiar way. Very young 
specimens may have as few 
as six to Start with. In time 
as the animal grows new rays 
are added in pairs between 
the old rays. 

The result is that a sunstar 
of this species may have any 


number of rays. usually an 
even number, up to twenty- 
four depending upon age and

Western Style 


The life style of wealthy 
Vietnamese is surprisingly 
western. They seem to spend 
money on houses, cars, appli- 
ances, trips abroad and ser- 
vants. (Servants are cheaper 
than many consumer goods: 
Saigon has many 10-year-old 
cars driven by chauffeurs.) 


Perhaps the only major 
expense faced by the wealthy 
Viemamese that would str- 
prise well-to-do Americans or 
Europeans is the cost of a 
foreign education for his 
children. A foreign education 
is highly desirable, both be- 
cause it protects a son from 
the draft and because it gives 
a son or daughter an enor- 
mous advantage when he or 
She returns home. 


The most popular criticism 
of the upper class — heard 
from both Vietnamese and 
foreigners here — is that the 
rich are utterly selfish, lack- 
ing all patriotism or sense of 
obligation to the nation. A 
rich man’s only concern, it is 
often said, is the status of his 
passport, exit visa and Swiss 
bank account. 


Story Caused Stir 


Wealthy Vietnames are sen- 
sitive to these accusations. 
According to ome of the 
country’s richest men, there

But mest Vietnamese are 
afraid of moving to a strange 
western country. Those who 
have visited abroad are often 
the least interested in taking 
up permanent foreign resi- 
dence. There are many dis- 
couraging tales of successful 
Viethames who were forced to 
take menial jobs when they 
moved overseas. And in Viet- 
mamese culture, there is a 
strong tie to home that is not 
easily broken. 


Ready to Leave 


Nevertheless, the rich seem 
to talk a great deal about 
leaving the country if things 
go bad, and there is a 
widespread feeling that things 
could go bad. 


Like most Vietnamese, a 
majority of the rich seem to 
feel no direct invelvement in 
affairs of state. They -see no 
relationship between their own 
behavior and the fate of the 
nation, nor do they see any 
way they personally can help 
defend South Viemam from 
the Communists. 


The Vietnamese approach 
to income taxes typifies this 
attitude. ‘‘No one in Vietnam 
pays taxes,”’ says one Saigon 
editor, who should pay about 
20 per cent of his income to 
the government but in fact 
pays nothing. The western 
notion of taxes as a citizen's 
obligation has no meaning in 
Vietnam. Taxes here are 
simply something to be 
avoided.

And yet many wealthy 
Viemamese seem to realize 
that their selfish ways may 
ultimately be self-defeating. 
“We must invest for the 
future of our country,” one 
especially eptimistic man 
said in an interview. € 


He has recently helped open 
@ new bank in Saigon, and he 
plans to begin construction 
soon on a mew chemical 
products factory. “I am 
trying to convince others to do 
the same,” he said,

Moonlight can be dangerous 
for many tropical plants. Two 
biologists from Tubingen Uni- 
versity, Drs. Bunning and 
Moser, stated that as many 
protective measures had to be 
taken against moonlight as 
against excessive sunlight. 

With this information the 
two biologists have solved a 
mystery that has long puzzled 
botanists. 

Why do some varieties of 
tropical plants turn their 
leaves away from bright 
moonlight and wither in much 
the same way as other plants 
protect themselves from 
excessive’ evaporation? 
Darwin too noticed this 
phenomenon. 


The two Tubingen. re 
searchers were able to prove 
in experiments involving arti- 
ficial moonlight that the in- 
tensity of tropical moonlight 
was sufficient to set the 
plant's light control in opera- 
tion. 


The whole metabolism of 
the plant depends on light 
control. Usually it conforms to 
the pattern of day and night. 


But the bright tropical] moon 
is all it takes to set the light 
control into operation and 
disturb the whole system of 
the plant. Moving the position 


of the leaves reduces the 
amount of light that can 
affect it.

We had a hoe a coupie 
of spades in ear trunk, 
and we knew that digging fees 
of $2.50 a head were payable 
at a trailer parked down the 
lane.

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. BUT BOTANIST OPTIMISTIC 


Poisoning of Land, Water 
fill Continue for Decades 


By BOB MITCHELL 


The botanist was once seen 
as an absent-minded scholar 
who spent much of his time 
collecting leaves of exotic 
plants. 

And botany was seen as an 
interesting end harmless 
science one that could 
never expect to lay claim to 
the prestige of, say, nuclear 
physics, or the money that 
went with the prestige. 

But that was before the 
word “‘pollution’’ became p irt 
of the layman's vocabulary 
and before a biologist called 
Paul Erlich predicted world 
famines for the 1980s. 

Last week as classes began 
at the University of Victoria 
Dr, Alan Austin,°a bearded 
little Welsh biologist who 
speaks incredibly quickly, 
asked students in a second- 
year botony class to write 
down why they were taking the 
course, 


‘Law of Land’ 


One student wrote: 

“Today when disaster is 
staring mankind in the face, 
people im the science of 
botany . . . must stand now. 
The science must come out of 
the Ivory Towers and become 
the law of the land for the 
sake of survival.” 

Another student, a future 
physician who signed himself 
MD, said he was taking 
botany only because he was 
required to. 

“He's either forgotten or he 
doesn’t know that the science 
of pharmacology is still 


largely dependent on the 
pharmaceutical herbs,’’ said 
Dr. Austin, 

“Mind you, I don't think 


botany is the key to man's 
survival. I think that may lie 
more in the field of political 
science."’ 

As time runs out for the 
world’s hungry millions, and 
the news media multiply 
pessimistic reports of pollu- 
tion, Austin is decided|. opti- 
mistic, 


Optimistic 

“It stands to reason if we 
can. put.a man on the moon, 
then surely we have the 
technological know-how to 
solve our pollution and fond- 
shortage problems — and we 
do, 


“I'm optimistic — perhaps 
because I'm involved at the 
bottom end of the pollution 
scale; because I can see how 
it’s affecting, life in its 
minutest forms. 

“And I'm _ optimistic be- 
cause botanists are playing a 
major part in understanding 
pollution. The only thing we 
have to be pessimistic about 
is the realization we can't do 
all we would like to-do.” 

Optimism, yes. But vopti- 
mism tempered by the 
knowledge that the world food 
shortage probably won't be 
solved before the great 
famines have _ run - their 
course; that poisoning of the 


earth's water, soil and atmos- 
phere——-w-i-t—-continue—for 
decades, 


Dr. Austin says the main 


impetus for control of pollu- 
tion and salvation for the 
ravaged planet will come 
through education — 
engendering in children a 
simple respect for other living 
organisms. 

He quoted Campbell River 
judge and naturalist Roderick 
Haig-Brown: 

“You've got to have a 
feeling for the fish you catch, 
you've got to have a feeling 
for the fir tree — you've even 
got to have a feeling for the 


weed you pull out of the 
ground, 
Fertilizer 
“Look at this,” said 


Austin, grabbing a book from 
his desk. “I think it’s the 
hottest thing between two 
covers." 

It was entitled ‘The Sub- 
versive Science,’” a collection 
of essays by various writers 
leading to a general under- 
standing of ecology. 

“This is the kind -of book 
that might lead people to 
think automobiles should le 
banned from the highways of 
California, or teach that -food 
can be grown from pools of 
sewage."? 

A study in California re- 
cently showed as much as 20 
tons per acre of dryweight 
algae can be grown annually 
on pools of sewage. The algae 
is used iin fertilizer” and 
poultry and fish food. 

Six thousand scientists 
attended the International 
Botanical Congress in Seattle 
last month, and their prime 
concern was how to provide 
enough food for the worid 
between now and the end of 
the century. 


Water's Wealth 


Some believe the solution 
lies in increasing preductivity 
of Jand already under cultiva- 
tion. Others, like Austin, 
believe governments should co- 
ordinate the efforts of scien- 
tists and industry in long- 
range development of aquacul- 
ture — harvesting the wealth 
of coastal waters. 

“We've got things more or 
less tied down on the earth's 


surface — in dirt, that is. 
Now we've got to look to 
aquaculture. 

“Things like high-yield 


varieties of wheat are fine, 
but they depend on a lot of 
fertilizer, and in a country 
like India the supply of 
fertilizer is susceptbile to 
political controls. 5 

“In a war the supply might 
be cut off, then you would 
bave to revert to growing. 
native varieties. But you'd be 
faced with the prospect of 
feeding more people who'd 
been born or kept alive under 
the false economy of the high- 
yield wheat.” 

The British Columbia coast- 
line with its islands and 
innumerable inlets has one of 
the richest and most easily 
harvestable seaweed erops in 
the world. 

But before. harvesting _of 
marine plants and animals 
can —_déevelop—into—a— viable 
industry immense amounts of 
data will have to be collected: 


information on growth cycles, 
growth rates, seed production, 
affects of pollution and uses in 
industry. 

Hence the need for a major 
marine laboratory on the B.C. 
coast. A big stumbling block 
is the total lack of. govern 
ment coordination of re- 
search now taking place in 
lakes and coastal waters. 

Since 1965 Uvic — biology 
students have been working 
with Austin to collect data on 
the effects of mine tailings 
dumped into Buttle Lake by 
Western Mines Ltd. But the 
Uvie team is only one of six 
groups investigating Buttle, 
and it’s fair to say no one 
group is precisely aware of 
what the others are up to. 

He plans to fomplete a 
paper on the Buttle Lake 
research next spring. 

“T wouldn't be surprised if 
we were the first to come out 
with a. biological interpreta- 
tion of what has happened | 
since they began dumping the 
tailings.” 

He estimates that since he 
came to Uvic six years ago he 
has sampled water from 


every Vancouver Island lake / 


south of Campbell River in 
order to assess water quality 
— or the degree of pollution. 

But his most important | 
contribution to pollution detec- 
tion could be contained in the | 
results of two years of water 
sampling at Elk Lake. 

The presence in water of 
algae can be interpreted as a 
sign of pollution. Through 
regular sampling and analysis 
of Elk Lake water, Austin was 
able to determine which of the 
microscopic animals  repre- 
sents various degrees of pollu- | 
tion. 

Thus in future scientists.and | 
non-scienctists alike in other 
parts of the world may be 
able. to quickly assess the 
quality of a body of water. All 
they will need is a small 
microscope and a list of the 
various microscopic algae. 


Elk Lake Study 


Results of the Elk Lake | 
study were contained in a 
paper entitled “‘The Use of | 
Periphyton in Assessing | 
Water Quality,” which Austin 
and research assistant Sharon | 
Brown presented at the recent 
Botanical Congress in Seattle. | 

The inevitable question arises} 
Is Elk Lake polluted? | 

No, says Austin, mot if ‘‘pol-| 
luted”’ means the health of per-| 
sons swimming in the lake or| 
drinking its water will be af-| 
fected. | 
» sHe added sports fishermen 
‘ean often detect the effects of 
pollution before biologists by 
noting changes in the fish popu-| 
lation. 

Pollution tends to upset the 
balanced environment of a lake, | 
causing the decline of some} 
plants and animals and per-| 
mitting the proliferation of} 
others. | 

Thus a lake, which 50 years 
ago might have had six species} 
of fish, today might have only| 
two—or—three—species—smaller | 
than their ancestors, but greater 
in numbers.

Germany's | 
Dark Hor 
Runs Hard 


KARLSRUHE (CP) — 
The Nazi ghost haunts 
West Germany's. election 
campaign, a generation 
after Adolf Hitler’s Reich 
was smashed to rubble. 


While the Christian Demo- 

crats and the Social Democrats 
fight for power in next Sunday's 
voting, the splinter National 
Democrats, called neo-Nazis by 
their critics, are trying to win 
their first seats in the federal 
parliament. 


The leader of the National 
Democrat party, Adolf von 
Thadden, 48, says the Nazi 
ghost never will materialize. 

He called the neo-Nazi label 
“utter nonsense” in an inter- 
view with a group of foreign re- 
porters here during the tulmul- 
tuous election battle. 

He said the Nazi regime was 
the product of the personality 
and ideas of Hitler, existing in 
historical circumstances that 
will not be repeated. 


EXPECTS 25-5@ SEATS 


“ Von Thadden, whose party 
has won seats in seven of 10 
West German provincial legisia- 
tures since it was founded in 
1964, is aiming at between 25 
and 50 seats in the 496-seat Bun- 
destag, lower house of pariia- 
ment, : 

Judging from the opinion 
polls, he will not make it. Yet 
many Germans are terrified at 
the prospect of his winning any 
seats at all. y fear this will 
be interpreted as a sinister revi- 
val of nazism in the hearts of 
the Germans. 


Von Thadden himself does not 
look like a man to inspire fear. 
He is unimpressive in appear- 
ance and speaks in a low, dull 
monotone that is impossible to 
hear when the heckling gets 
rough at his rallies, as it often 
does 


To individual questioners, he 
is easily accessible-—when they 
can catch up to his fast-travel- 
ling schedule—and he turns on 
charm easily. 

He. was in a happy mood 
meeting the foreign press. Only 
three hecklers had been thrown 
out of his rally that night and he 
had been able to speak in the 
open instead of from the glass- 
enclosed cage he sometimes 
uses for protection against 
rocks, rotten tomatoes and 
other missiles. 

Von Thadden professes that 
the physically violent opposition 
actually will help him. It would 
make more Germans listen 
when he tells them they need a 
government that will “restore” 
law and order. 

MINISKIRTS OUT 

His program glorifies pater- 
nal authority in the nation and 
in the home. He says women 
“need care and protection.” He 
is against miniskirts, pop art 
and career women. 

He also is against West Ger- 
man membership in NATO and 
the European Common Market, 
and he wants West Germany to 
switch to a self-sufficient and 
inward-looking economy in con- 
trast to present conditions 
rooted in a thriving foreign 
trade, 

This political and economic 


Von Thadden says the word 
“national” in his party’s name 
frightens the government be- 
cause of what Germany did 
under the Nazis—the National 
Socialists—and it will not ac- 
knowledge the fact. that West 
Germany is a nation with as 
much right as any other to 
determine its own destiny. 

There is no evidence that von 
Thadden is anywhere on the 
road to power. The hostility of 
much of the young generation of} 
voters is plain to be seen. | 

But he is campaigning vigo- 
rously—his party is running 
candidates everywhere—and he 
is draining off considerable en- 
efgies from the two major 
groups, Leaders of the Christian | 
Democrats and the Social Dem- 
ocrats are watching him over 
their shoulders:instead of paying 
strict attention to their own 
fight for domination.

PARIS (CP) French 
women campaigning for. eco- 
nomic equality between the 
sexes say female job-holders 
in France still are paid far 
less than men for doing the 
same work. 

The equality advocates 
blame discrimination but con- 
cede that lack of qualification, 
absenteeism and shorter time 
spent in particular posts atso 
are significant factors in 
lower pay for women 

Specialists in such matters 
insist that France needs ma- 


chinery for enforcing bans 
against any pay discrimina- 
tion based on ar employee's 


SEN: 

They maintain too that 
women must be ensured equal 
treatment in advanced job 
training and promotion 

Latest to set out the de- 
mands is a Paris-based com- 
mittee which regularly issues 
the results of studies in the 
problems of working women. 

Called La Comite d'Etude et

WTTAWA (CP) — Canada's 
@foss national product in 1968 
Was undervalued by $27,000,- 
090,000 because it didn’t in- 
chude the output of goods. and 
services by the nation’s house- 
wives. 

Sylva Gelber, director of the 
women's bureau of the labour 
départment, made the claim 
today at a meeting of the 
Engineers Wives Association. 
The time has come, she said, 
for housewives to demand 
that a value be placed on 
their services. 

Miss Gelber said economists 
have failed to come up with 
am accurate means of includ- 
ing housewives’ services in 
the national product even 
though to ignore such service 
distorts calculations of the 
standard of living. 

«At the same time, she said, 
if-housewives successfully. in- 
sisted on a value being placed 
on their services they would 
aequire a new respect from 
Society. Housewives, she said, 
“have too long remained the 
silent servicers.”

Liking sunny dryish positions they fill the need for 
something delicately attractive in rock corners, in brown 
planter boxes on patios or balconies, or in groups where the 
sun is too hot and drying for anything else. 

The most attractive of this group for its fine grey foliage 
is Artemisia “Silver Mound” or as sometimes known, 
Schmidtiana nana. : 

It reaches about five inches in height, with its mound of 
thread-like silvery leaves spreading to a foot or so in time. 

Taller silver-grey hardy plants are Artemisia “Silver 
King” (apparently the same as “Silver Queen”) to three feet 
with slender stems; Senecio laxifolius (greyi) of larger shrub 
habit; Phlomis fruticosa, a woody grey-green shrub to four 
feet, and Santolina incana, one of the greyest, with tiny 
leaves. | 

All these shrubby plants are better colored and hardier if | 
cut back quite severely in early April just as growth begins. 
This encourages plentiful new growth which has the best 
silver coloring. It also prevents unattractive legginess. | 

Any of these grey-leaved plants are equally desirable in

Ontario’s aircraft and tech- 
niques, built up from a small 
beginning 45 years ago, have 
been adopted in many areas 
in the war against an enemy 
that knows no national bound- 
aries—fire. 

At the Canadian National 


| Exhibition here earlier _ this 


year, Ontario water-bombers 
dropped curtains of water 
around a brush fire set on va- 
cant land at the CNE grounds 
—the government's way of 
showing taxpayers why Ontar- 
io is a world leader in devel- 
oping new ways of protecting 
forests worth many millions 
of dollars. 

It was a routine assignment 
for. the three lands and forests 
department pilots taking part, 
all of them veterans of hun- 
dreds of low-level missions 
over the province’s 313,060

But their load capacity is 
limited, and the Turbo-Bea- 
vers and Twin Otters have be- 
come the workhorses of the 
department. 

The Beaver’s ability to 
make short landings and take- 
offs from virtually inmaccessi- 
bie small lakes has made it a 
best-seller around the world 
for countries with a wilder- 
ness frontier, and its 140-gal 
lon water capacity makes it 
an ideal fire-fighting aircraft. 

The Twin Otters carry even 
more water—450 gallons ._or 
2% tons in specially designed 
floats. And their ability to re- 
verse, turn and circle either 
in the air or on the water 
have made them an interna- 
tional bush-flying favorite. 
COVER BIG AREA 

When water bombing was 
adopted im fire-fighting many 
years ago, the missiles broke 
at tree-top level or below and 
covered only a small area. 


Working with aircraft man- 
ufacturers, department ~pitots 
developed ways of spraying 
huge quantities of water from

square miles of forest the planes, covering a broader 

area and damping down a fire 
until ground crews could at- 
tack with hand tools and hose- 
lines. 

Today’s planes are equipped 
to taxi across a lake picking 
up water through special suc- 
tion tubes and filling tanks 
built into the aircraft floats. It 
was an idea originating with 
department pilots and devel- 

“oped by Field Aviation at 
Malton, Ont. 


A water-bombing Twin 
Otter can dump 8,000 gallons 
of water on a fire every hour 
if the fire is within two miles 
of a lake or river. 


The greenhorn of the three, 
Chuck Thompson, had more 
than 5,000 hours of official 
flying time to his credit at the 
end of 1968; George Beaus- 
hene’ had more than 6,000 
hours and Reg Parsons had 
logged almost 9,000 hours in 
department aircraft. 


USED FLYING BOATS 


They aren’t unusual among 
the department's 39 pilots 
three are credited with more 
than 10,000 hours and one, D. 
J. Lefeuvre, has a record of 
more than 11,000 hours flying 
time.

There have been fires, how- 
ever, so hot and fierce that 
the densest aerial water- 
storm was turned to steam 
before it reached ground 
level. 

FIRE DAMAGE LESS 

To. control them, depart- 
ment planes recently began 
using gelgard, a fire-retarding 
chemical. Mixed with the 
water as the aircraft makes a 
pickup and colored pink so 
that the pilot can observe ac- 
curacy of his drops, gelgard 
makes the water adhere to 
trees before they have be- 
come fuel, cooling them out 
and controlling the boundaries 
of the blaze. 

Statistics are dry, but they 
tell the story of how success- 
ful Ontario's air force has 
been in preserving valuable 
forests from fire. 

With more people making 
more use of the forests, the 
number of fires in the -prov- 


ince grows from year to year. | 


But the number of acres 
burned has steadily decreased 
as more planes, new tech- 
niques and sophisticated 
equipment came into play. 
Last year, for example, there 
were "1,219 forest fires, but 
each one burned an average 
of only eight acres. In 1923 
there were 1,343 fires, each 
one destroying 1,579 acres of 
forest. 


There have been bad fires 


since planes came into use— | 


one in 1961 burned 1,125,000 


acres near Sioux Lookout, 13 | 


years after a similarly large 
Mississagi blaze in 1948—and 
there will be more. 

But there are longer inter- 
vals between major fires now, 
and history should never 
again ring as frequently as it

Since the air service. section 
of the department was formed 
in 1924, using First World War 
flying boats, its pilots have 
flown some half a_ million 
hours under some of the most 
hazardous conditions imagina- 
ble, with the loss of only 26 
aircraft and 24 lives. . 


In its first year the air serv- 
ice section, formed to combat 
forest fires that annually were 
destroying hundreds of square 
miles of timber, kept 20 HS2L | 
flying boats in the air for 2,- 
500 hours. 

Last year 50 planes flew for 
15.905 hours. 

The aircraft demonstrated 
at the CNE—a de Havilland | 
Twin Otter and two de Havil- 
land Beavers, all turbo-pow- 
ered and supnorted by a 
leased Hughes 500 jet helicop- 
ter—showed the sophistication 
that 45 years have brought. 

The department has another | 
two Twin Otters. 26 more Tur- | 
bo-Beavers, 10 Otters, one | 
propeller Beaver and a | 
Beechcraft Duke, used for | 
flying nersonnel and equipped 
with the new infra-red gun | 
which pinpoints ground-fires | 
little larger than a burning 
match and draws @&@ map 
showing where they are lo- 
cated. 

FLEET IS SMALLER | 

It’s a smaller but more effi- | 
cient fleet .than last year, 
when the department sold six 
of its old propeller Beavers 
and the Widgeon it purchased 
in 1956. 

Ontario. Still doesn’t own 
anv helicopters—to the regret 
of Tom Cooke, air service su- 
pervisor stationed at Sault 
Ste. Marie where most of the 
pilots are based—but it leases | 
five and has been using them

They. have proved tremen-
